Abstract of Proceedings. 



The fifty-sixth annual session of the Texas Annual Conference 
of the M. E. Church, South, convened in Brenham, Texas, De- 
cember 4, 1895, and adjourned sine die December 9, 1895. 
the fifth time in its history. Bishop J. C. Keener was its Presi- 
dent. The organization of this session was completed by the 
election of Seth Ward as Secretary, and Weems Wootton and D. 
H. Hotchkiss assistants, with G. E. Clothier Statistical Secre- 
tary. 

The routine work — answering the disciplinary questions, re- 
ports of committees, etc. — is shown in succeeding parts. The 
work of the Conference, other than this, is shown in the follow- 
ing abstracts: 

First Day's Session^ Wednesday^ December 18 py. 

Various communications were read and referred to committees. 

A communication from Dr. I. G. John, presenting to the Con- 
ference the records of the Texas Conference from 1840 to 1861, 
was read, and the Secretary was instructed to convey to Dr. 
John the thanks of the Conference for his service in this matter. 
The original records had been lost for years, and from various 
sources Dr. John had collected the material, collated and tran- 
scribed it under his direction, and presented it, substantially 
bound, thus, as nearly as possible, completing the records of the 
Conference from its organization to the present time. 

Under call of the 20th question, “Are all preachers blameless 
in their life and oflScial administration?” the name of W. Wim- 
berly was called, and Seth Ward stated that a committee had 
been appointed in August last, to investigate charges against 
him, W. Wimberly, and that said committee had found a trial 
to be necessary on a charge of immorality. Dr. G. C. Rankin 
was appointed to represent the church; Jas. Kilgore was elected 
Assistent Secretary of the Conference, and appointed to serve 
the Committee of Trial. Dr. H. V. Philpott represented the ac- 
cused. The Committee of Trial was appointed by the Bishop, 
as follows:

J. W. Horn was added to the Board of Colportage. 

Dr. J. J. Tigert, Book Editor of the M. E. C. S., was intro- 
duced to the Conference.

Dr. Pierce and Rev. F. B. Sinex, of the Texas Christian Advo- 
cate, addressed the Conference, and Dr. Tigert, Book Editor, 
spoke to the Conference concerning his work. 

Fourth Day's Session, Saturday, December y, iSps- 

The Bishop announced the appointment of Dr. G. C. Rankin, 
and Rev. O. T. Hotchkiss, curators for the Southwestern Uni- 
versity. 

The Joint Board of Finance was instructed to appropriate from 
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the several Boards the sum of $i lo.oo for the publication of the 
Conference minutes. 

Dr. J. H. McLean, Regent S. W. University, addressed the 
Conference; and a collection was taken for the building fund for 
the University amounting to $1600.00. 

B. H. McCulloch was added to the Committee on Kpworth 
League. 

B. E. McCulloch was authorized to collect and receipt for any 
money due the church on account of taxes collected on church 
property by the Federal Government; and such money, when 
collected, was appropriated to the Permanent Fund of the Preach- 
ers* Aid and Board.

The Conference met in Memorial Session, Sunday, December 
8, at 7 o’clock p. m. Seth Ward in the chair. H. M. Sears, of 
the Committee on Memoirs, read the memoir of C. W. Thomas, 
which was adopted.

Rev. I. Z. T. Morris, Colporter, addressed the Conference in 
reference to his work. 

Dr. W. B. Rankin, of the Am. B. S., addressed the Conference 
concerning the work and claims of that Society. 

Resolutions in reference to the property of Soule University 
were introduced and passed, and the Committee called for there-

Report on Education. 

Southwestern UNivERSipr. — We are glad to report this institution 
as prosperous along all the lines of its work and promise. 

We are beginning to realize the day-dawn so wonderfully seen by its 
wise projectors through the deep twilight of its first inception. 

With a faculty of high order and full capacity for its increasing pat- 
ronage, with its continually enlarging enrollment, and with capacious 
and ample buildings prospectively rising to our view on the solid basis 
of about three-fourths of the needed funds for their erection already 

secured, we can safely rejoice in the prosperity of this our loved insti- 
tution. 

The religious feature of the institution grows apace. Last year the 
per cent of church membership in the student body was about eighty; 
this year it is about ninety per cent. Then with gratitude we repeat 
the statement of our last report, “that the blight of the saloon is a thing 
of the past in Georgetown, the seat of the institution.” 

The Southwestern University has, we are informed, more theological 
and also more academic students than any other college or university 
under the control of our church. To date, its enrollment is four hun- 
dred and fifteen; of these one hundred and ten are receiving free tui- 
tion, and of this number sixty-five are preparing for the ministry. 

The free tuition of the students of the University alone about bal- 
ance against the entire income from all the Conferences, while there 
are yet forty-five others, children of ministers, receiving free tuition. 
This should emphasize the obligation to continue our educational col- 
lection and bring it up to the full measure of the assessment. 

During the past session, eighty-one students have enjoyed the bene- 
fits of Giddings Hall, without which aid many of them could not have 
attended school. Blessings on the generous donor whose gift made 
this Helping Hall a possibility ! God multiply the number of genei^ 
our givers to this institution until the needed buildings and the thor- 
ough equipment of the Southwestern University becomes an accom- 
plished fact! 

The last graduating class numbered thirty-one; eight of these were 
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preachers, two of whom have already gone to the foreign mission field : 
J. B. Cox, to Mexico, and E. Pilley, to China. 

The Ladies’ Annex, as is wisely said in the Curator’s report, “is a 
logical sequence of the University.” There are young ladies who 
seek thorough literary and scientific training under able professors, and 
demonstrate their ability to take, with honor, the highest literary de- 
grees. The Annex affords this opportunity, being served by the regu- 
lar professors of the University, besides efficient teachers in music, 
art and elocution. 

Chappell Hill Female College This school is presided over by 

Prof. Landon F. Smith with an able and efficient corps of teachers. 
It has recently changed hands, and has no doubt suffered in its pat- 
ronage from the temporary suspense concerning its future. The en- 
rollment this year is as follows ; 

Collegiate Department, thirty-three; Primary Department, seven- 
teen, making the total number of students fifty; of these fifteen arc 
from abroad, and four receive free tuition. 

The trustees of this school have purchased pianos and furniture for- 
.merly the property of the president, at a cost of about fourteen hun- 
dred dollars ; the balance of the old debt being four hundred dollars, 
making in all about eighteen hundred dollars indebtedness. This amount 
they have borrowed for five years at eight per cent interest. Prof. Smith 
pays one hundred and twenty-five dollars a year for the use of this prop- 
erty ; each pupil using these pianos pays to the trustees one dollar per 
month for their use. The amount thus secured will pay the interest on 
the debt, and leave a small sinking fund to pay the principal, even at 
the present small patronage of the Music Department. If the attend- 
ance is increased this will increase the sinking fund. So, with such 
help as the Conference may give, this school will no doubt pay its in- 
debtedness without difficulty. 

We recommend that the educational assessment be, as in past years, 
fifteen hundred dollars, and that it be divided as follows: Three- 
fourths to Southwestern University, and one-fourth to Chappell Hill Fe- 
male College. 

The educational collections for this year amount to $1069.52. Paid 
for printing minutes, $14.52 ; balance divided as follows : Southwest- 

ern University, $633 ; Chappell Hill Female College. $422 ; for Paine 
and Lane Institute, we have collected this year, $163.08. We recom- 
mend the same assessment as last year, viz.: $250. For the General 
Board of Education, we have collected this year, $67.25, and have re- 
ceived from the Sunday-school Board, $12.85, collected on Children’s 
Day. We recommend the same assessment as last year, $185.

We rejoice in the prosperity of the Publishing House and fully in- 
dorse the recommendations of the report in reference to our Sunday- 
school literature and its exclusive use in all our Sunday-schools. The 
improvement of the Sunday-school Magazine has been very marked 
during the past year, and we believe its extended use will greatly assist 
our teachers in their preparation for Sunday-school work. We also 
cordially commend the lesson quarterlies and lesson papers. We in- 
dorse the statement in the report that the Christian Advocate was 
“never more ably nor honestly edited than at present,” and earnestly 
recommend it to all members of the church as one of the best of all 
the religious weeklies; it is in fact a great paper, of which the church 
should be proud. We trust the circulation will be largely increased 
within the bounds of this Conference during the coming year. The 
Review is rapidly taking rank among the standard publications of the 
country; many articles published in it during the past year have been 
among the ablest and most valuable contributions to magazine litera- 
ture published in the United States, while it contained nothing light or 
chaffy. All readers of sound literature, and especially those who re- 
joice in the development of Southern literature, must be proud of the 
record the Review is making, and its impress upon Southern literature 
can not fail to be most healthy. 

We believe the Epworth Era is well calculated to promote the in- 
terests of the Epworth League, and trust that our preachers will cor- 
dially labor to increase its circulation. 

We also commend to our preachers and people the books issued 
,from our publishing house and urge them to patronize the same as far 
as possible in their purchases. 

The Texas Christia7i Advocate grows better with each succeeding 
issue. It is taking rank among the best of the Conference papers. 
We have nothing but commendation for the work of both editor and 
publisher. No better instrument for the promotion of all the interests 
of the church can be used by our preachers. 

Your committee would respectfully recommend the appointment of 
Bro^. Jos. B. Sears, W. W. Adickes, and Seth Ward, as members of 
the Joint Board of Publication of the Texas Christian Advocate.

During the year just expiring the League movement has been won- 
derfully quickened and invigorated by the two great gatherings of ■ 

young people held within our borders. At the State League Confer- i 

ence, in Houston, last April, a wonderful amount of enthusiasm was j 

generated, which has been wisely directed into practical channels, and j 

the results are worthy of Texas and Methodism. This union between | 

the young Christians of the State has been cemented by their common 
zeal in a common enterprise for the evangelization of the world. Many 
who had hitherto held themselves aloof from the League movement, or 
who had regarded it with apprehension, have been drawn into it by 
the spirit of enterprise with which it has been baptized, and are now 
zealously at work in its ranks. In August, the Leagues of our own 
Conference met in Galveston, where their deliberations and Christian | 

fellowship were wonderfully blessed of God. 

We now have sixty-three chapters reported at this session of the 
Texas Conference, where our young men and women are learning to 
pray publicly and to speak freely of God’s personal dealings with their 
souls. Here they are persuaded by Christians of the same age, and 
with the same tastes and the same temptations to enter upon that ■ 

course of self-denial and cross-bearing which God has promised to | 

bless with his approval. Here they are being taught, by their own ^ 

successes and failures, to correct their own errors, as well as to meas- 1 

ure and develop their own powers. By the severe discipline of a per- j 

sonal responsibility that is generallf recognized, by the harsh criticism 
of an exacting world and by the loving sympathy of a spiritual church, j 

they are being taught to appreciate the possibilities and limitations of 
their own influence, so as to take a deeper hold on the blessed Son of 
God. 

The work being done by the League vindicates the wisdom of its 
organization by showing it superior to all other young people’s socie- 
ties for our own boys and girls. 

The other young people’s societies should be encouraged, because 
they are intended to carry to other congregations some of the benefits 
of Methodism; but they must not be allowed to supplant Methodism 
in our own congregations. The very Christians who deny to their own 
girls and women the right to pray and speak in their own social meet- 
ings, are drawm to our houses of worship by the fervor that our young 
ladies impart to the devotional meetings of the League. From the 
providence of God, which always attended the progress of our church, 
we have learned that while “woman should have power on her head 
because of the angels,” she should also have praise and prayer upon 
her lips because of her influence over men. 

The literary and social departments of the League are not second - 
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ary, but co-ordinate with the Spiritual department. Our young peo- 
ple are encouraged to seek the refinements of social life, rather than 
the baubles of society life; the intellectual culture rather than literary 
dissipation. The kingdom of heaven is to be sought first, but it may 
be expected to add to, and regulate the other departments of life.

Report on Temperance.

Our church speaks plainly and 
emphatically against this evil. It is an enemy to intemperance. Our 
blessed Lord said : “I am come to destroy the works of the devil.”

We would recommend that temperance societies be organized wher- 
ever practicable. Also, that in the local option movement, our min- 
istry and the people stand together and work and pray to carry pre- 
cincts and counties until Texas shall be rid of this evil.

Dear Brethren: — From the report of our general colporter, Rev. 
I. Z. T. Morris, and other sources, we learn that in 1890, Rev. I.’ Z.T. 
Morris was, by the Texas Conference, appointed general colporter for 
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the Conference, and that the other Conferences of Texas endorsed 
him by agreeing to co-operate with the Texas Conference in the estab- 
lishment of a Depository, which was subsequently located under the man- 
agement of Rev. I. Z. T. Morris at Fort Worth, with the patronage of 
five Texas Conferences. That at the recent sessions of the North and 
Northwest Texas Conferences they each appointed a Conference col- 
porter to operate within the bounds of their respective Conferences, 
thus virtually dissolving their relation to the Depository, leaving the 
general colporter with quite a large lot of books on hand which were 
purchased for the Depository. 

On view of these facts, we recommend that this Conference con- 
tinue to patronize the Depository, and inasmuch as the North and 
Northwest Texas Conferences have withdrawn from the Depository, we 
further recommend that the Depository by removed from Fort Worth 
to Houston, making it more central to the patronizing Conference, and 
increasing the possibilities of this important work, and that the col- 
porter be requested to use such means as will put the institution on a 
solid financial basis.

Our inquiries after the interests of the Home, we are glad to say, 
have revealed the fact that the Home has had a year of prosperity, and 
that we now have actually a Methodist Orphans* Home that is actually 
sheltering, feeding, clothing and training orphan children. We rejoice 
to know that we now have in our Home forty-three orphan children 
and our Board of Directors assure us that the children are being well 
provided for, and that they are being religiously trained and educated, 
nine of them having embraced Christ and having been received into 
the church. Your committee would call the attention of all Texas 
Methodism to the fact that the Home is now full, and to the fact of 
the cramped condition of the Home for want of room. And we do 
hope and pray that the time will soon come when the stalwart Method- 
ism of the great State of Texas will rise up and begin to build a home 
the capacity of which will be a fair representation of the Methodism of 
Texas. Your committee rejoice that the Texas Annual Conference 
has met in full and has, in excess of the assessment made on the Con- 
ference, paid over one hundred dollars, and that every pastoral charge 
in the Conference took the collection for the Home. 

The committee heartily indorse the action of the Board of Directors 
in the re-election of Reverend W. H. Vaughan as business manager 
for the Home for next year, and we recommend that an assessment of 
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$600.00 be made on our Conference for the current expenses of the 
Home, and that the Joint Board of Finance be requested to apportion 
the same to the various districts in the Conference. 

Feeling that the straightened condition of the Home, for want of 
more room, and that the meagre accommodations of the Home do not 
fairly represent our church in Texas, and that this matter be laid upon 
the hearts of our people, we offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That every pastor appoint, in his pastoral charge, a com- 
mittee of three, whose duty it shall be, during the Christmas holidays, 
to raise all the money and clothing they can for the benefit of the 
Home.

Report of Sunday-School Board. 

Dear Brethren : — Your Sunday School Board beg leave to sub- 
mit their report. We are gratified to be able to note a small increase 
in the number of Sunday-schools over last year. We rejoice over any 
prosperity the Sunday-school cause has enjoyed. While we do this, 
we are very conscious of the fact that our Sunday-school work is not 
what it should be, and especially is this so, so far as our Conference is 
concerned. 

In the years 1893 and 1894, we held in the bounds of our Confer- 
ence a Sunday-school Convention, which did much to keep the Sunday- 
school interest alive ; these Conventions were seasons of great profit to 
the Sunday-school workers. The past year we had no Convention. 
The Board, through its chairman, called for invitations to hold the Con- 
vention, but no invitation was received. 

The whole State, at the time, was ablaze with Epworth League en- 
thusiasm, and your Board fears the interest of the Sunday-schools was 
to some extent overshadowed by the League interest. The members 
of this Board are zealous Epworth League workers, but when we con- 
sider the great importance of Sunday-school work, we would warn all 
parties concerned not to allow the Epworth League to, in any way, 
interfere with our Sunday school work. In our review of the work of 
the Sunday-school, we see some prevailing evils we would call atten- 
tion to. The almost universal practice of allowing the children who 
attend Sunday-school to leave the church after school closes, and not 
remain for preaching. This is an evil that should be looked after and 
remedied by our people. The Board would warn all our pastors against 
this evil practice, and to use their very best endeavors to keep as many 
children as possible to the preaching service. 

While the Board is in love with our Sunday-school literature pub- 
lished in Nashville, and would urge upon all the Sunday-schools to use 
this literature, yet we deplore the fact that our schools have almost en- 
tirely drifted away from the old time-honored catechism that did so 
much in their day to indoctrinate our children. And we would urge 
the importance of an early return to the use of this important literature 
in all our Sunday-schools. The Board desires to hold, some time in 
the early spring, at some accessible point, a Sunday-school Convention 
for our Conference, and asks all the members of the Conference to 
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take the matter upon their hearts and do all in their power to assist 
the Board in making this a glorious success. 

Your Board would urge further, that every pastor begin in time and 
make all necessary arrangements for the successful observance of Chil- 
dren’s Day, the coming May.

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CHARTER. 

Know all men by these presents that we, the undersigned, A. E. 
Goodwyn, Tom Murrah, C. M. Keith, D. H. Hotchkiss, G. C. Rankin, 
B. D. Orgain and J. J. Morgan, citizens of the State of Texas, having 
voluntarily associated ourselves under the laws of Texas, do hereby, 
under and by virtue of said laws, create and establish a body corporate 
and politic, for the purpose and in the manner set forth in the following : 

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 

I. 

The name of this corporation is. Preachers’ Aid Board of the 
Texas Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

II. 

This corporation is formed for the benevolent and charitable purpose 
of accumulating moneys and property, for the assistance and support 
of the superannuated preachers, and widows and orphans of deceased 
ministers of the Texas Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. 

III. 

This corporation shall have the power to receive donations, bequests 
and special collections of money and property, for the purpose afore- 
said. 

IV. 

This corporation shall have the power to loan and invest all moneys 
received by it, to operate, control and dispose of other property that 
may come into its hands. The interest, fruits and revenues thereof, to 
be paid annually to the Joint Board of Finance of the Texas Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

V. 

The powers of this corporation shall be exercised and its business 
controlled and directed by a Board of seven (7) Directors. A. E. 
Goodwyn, who resides in Marlin, Tom Murrah, who resides at Austin, 
D. H. Hotchkiss, who resides at Manor, G. C. Rankin and C. M. 
Keith, who reside -at Houston, B. D. Orgain, who resides at Bastrop, 
and J. J. Morgan, who resides at Caldwell, all of said towns in the State 
of Texas, are appointed Directors for the first year and shall hold office 
until their successors shall be elected and qualified, in such manner as 
may be provided by the Texas Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South.

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall receive all contributions made to the 
Preachers’ Aid Board of the Texas Annual Conference of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South, and shall turn same over to the Treasurer, 
taking his receipt therefor; he shall record in a proper book, kept for 
the purpose, the By-Laws, the minutes' of the proceedings of the meet- 
ings of the Board of Directors, and all the receipts taken by Treasurer 
for moneys paid out by him. He shall also keep in said record -book 
the names of the members of the Board of Directors showing the date 
of their election. 
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Sec. 4. The Treasurer is the custodian of all the funds under the 
control of the Board of Directors. He shall receive and receipt for 
all moneys paid him by the Secretary; he shall invest or loan all moneys 
coming into his custody, with the advice and consent of the President. 
All loans made, shall be on security of real estate by trust deed or 
mortgage, or purchase money notes on land as collateral. He shall 
make a written report to the Board of Directors at each annual meet- 
ing and at any other meeting when demanded by the Board, showing a 
full and complete exhibit of all the assets, and account of all current 
expenses. He shall pay out moneys only upon the written order of 
the President, and shall take a receipt for the same. 

MEETINGS. 

Art. 4, The Board of Directors shall hold a regular meeting at 
each session of the Annual Conference, and the time for such meeting 
shall be on the second day of the Conference at an hour named by 
the President of the Board. Special meetings may be held at the 
call of the President. Four members shall constitute a quorum.

LOANS. 

Art. 7. All loans shall be made on real estate, not more than 50 
per cent, to be loaned on its cash value; the title to said real estate 
must be passed on by an attorney named by the Treasurer, the party 
borrowing money on said real property to pay all expenses of making 
said loan. 
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CHANGE OF BY-LAWS. 

Art. 8 . The By-Laws can be altered or changed only by a ma- 
jority vote of the members of the Annual Conference present and vot- 
ing at a regular session.

Memoirs. 



At the memorial session of the Conference with Rev. Seth Ward pre- 
siding, religious services were’ led by Rev. W. Wootton. During the 
year one of the superannuated members of the Conference had died. 
Following the reading of the report of the Committee on Memoirs, 
Bros., Wesson, Philpott, Wootton and O. T.. Hotchkiss spoke of the 
worth and work of our deceased brother, after which the report was 
adopted. It was read by H. M. Sears, and is as follows: 

REV. CHARLES WARNER THOMAS. 

This good man went. to his reward in heaven at 3:30 p. m., July 6, 
1895, from the residence of his daughter, in San Marcos, Texas. His 
struggle with the last enemy was short, lasting but a few moments. 
His victory was complete and triumphant. He was born in Litchfield 
county, in^ the State of Connecticut, April i, 1816, and was at his death 
79 years, 3 months and 6 days old. He was the eldest of five children 
in his father’s family, and shared with the other members of his family 
in the industrial activities common to country farm life in the days of 
his youth. His early education was limited to the elementary studies 
commonly taught in the schools of his county. Country life and farm 
labor contributed to the development of a robust body and vigorous 
constitution. He grew up to early manhood under the religious in- 
struction of a Christian mother, to whom he confided his desires for 
future usefulness, and in whom he found a prudent and safe counselor. 
At the age of about 18 years he entered the grammar school at Hart, 
ford. Conn. In the fall of 1835, he entered Yale College, where he 
remained over two years; failing health forced him to leave Yale and 
» seek a warmer climate, which he found first in Georgia, and then in 
Texas. In the spring of 1840, he landed in Rutersville, Fayette 
county, Texas. During that year he was appointed one of the teach- 
ers in Rutersville college. On October 3, 1840, he was licensed to 
preach by Robert Alexander, who was that year presiding elder of 
Rutersville District. He was present as a local preacher at the or- 
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ganization of the Texas Conference at Rutersville, Texas, December 
25, 1840. He preached his first sermon at Rabbs Prairie, November 
15, 1840, using the text ''Jesus Wept^'' John, 11:35. 27, 

^ 1841, he was happily married to Miss Susana Amanda Hill, in whom 

he found a true helpmeet indeed. This pious woman always cheer- 
fully submitted to whatever hardships and privations his holy calling im- 
posed upon them, always rejoicing with him in his success, and bend- 
ing with him under his crosses. He was admitted on trial into the 
Texas Conference at San Augustine, December, 1841. The years 1842 
and 1843 appointed Professor of Ancient and Modem Lan- 

guages in Rutersville College. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Soule, at Houston, Texas, January ii, 1846, and was ordained elder 
by Bishop Paine, at the Conference in Seguin, Texas, December ii, 
1849. During his connection with the Texas Conference he received 
the following appointments: Professor in Rutersville College, two years; 
Rutersville Circurt, four years; Independence Circuit, one year; La ^ 
Grange Circuit, four years; Navadad Circuit, two years; Fayetteville 
Circuit, four years; La Grange District, one year; Washington Circuit, 
two years; Bastrop Circuit, four years; Egypt Circuit, two years; Colo- 
rado Circuit, two years; Alleyton Circuit, four years, Columbus, two 
years; Eagle Lake, four years. 

At the Conference held in Houston, December, 1887, where he had 
received deacon’s orders forty- one years before, he asked for and re- 
ceived the supernumerary relation. His wife had passed away August 
3, 1886, and left him a sad old man. At the Conference in La 
Grange, December, 1889, he asked for a superannuated relation, which 
relation he held to the day of his death. For more than forty-five years 
Brother Thomas labored in the wilds of Texas, teaching and preaching 
the gospel of the Son of God. His love for Methodism led him to do 
all in his power to preserve its purity. He observed a firm, inflexible, 
but gentle and loving enforcement of discipline which always vindi- 
cated the character of the church and generally secured the. restoration 
of offenders. He was as bold to defend the church from outward at- 
tacks as he was careful to guard against internal dissentions. He was 
steady, faithful and true, candid and devout. His influence was good. 
He was the last link that bound us to the organization of Methodism 
in Texas. We may say the last who started at the beginning. He has 
joined the company of heroes who have gone up to inherit the king- 
dom of our fathers. He was one of the company who through God 
has given to us vineyards that we planted not, and cities we did nqt 
build. They opened up the highways for us. leveling down the hills 
and filling np the valleys, making the rough places smooth, and mak- 
ing ready for the graceful advancement of the higher civilization. He 
died with his children weeping around him, and as he bade each an 
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.affectionate farewell he fell asleep and was gathered to his fathers, dy- 
ing as a Christian minister might wish to die. 

“Servant of God well done 
Cease from thy loved employ, 

The battle fought, the victory won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy.”
